1 ao not pretend that either of theſe Pa- 
pers is own'd by the Parties whoſe Cauſe 
they plead; the Titles they bear ſhew the 


contrary. The former goes under the 


Name of a Spaniſh Nobleman retired 
from Court, oze that ſeeks only the Pub- 
lick Good of his Country, and therefore ts 
mightily diſcontented at the preſent ill ma- 
nagement.of Afﬀairs : The other of a Ve- 
netian Gentleman , i. e. of one wholly 
difintereſſed in the Cauſe any further than 
Common Juſtice and the General Peace of 
Europe 7s conternd. And therefore if 
any Expreſſions are let fall by 'rither of 
them, not altogether conſiſtent with that 
profound Reſpett which is due Fo Crown'd 
Heads, and other Sovereigns,they are to be 
aſcrib'd to the Chagrin of the one, and 
the others being a Member of a Free 
Commonwealth, of which ſort of Go» 
werument Liberty of Speech is uſually ac- 
counted one of the Chiefeft Privilege s. 
"The former, 1 confeſs, in ſore places, 
\ ſtands in need of an Apology of this kind ; 
: na), 
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nay, he hath made himſelf ſo obnoxious, ; 


, that I have been oblig'd to mollify ſome of © 
his Expreſſions , and wholly to leave out 
others, which in truth are not fit to be [po- 
ken in Engliſh ; and whoever is Aﬀected 
to the Cauſe he pleads, will take this omiſſion 
as a kindneſs : And he ſeems tobe ſome- 
. what Conſcious himſelf, of his being liable 
to cenſure ; and therefore he takes great 
care to lie conceal 'd, pretending in a Prefa- 
tory Epiſtle, that this Piece was at firſt 
Publiſh'd atCologn,by the F1monus Inviſible, 
or as he calls him Enchanted Printer Pierre 
Marteau, and there is in the Manuſcript 
likewiſe a formal Epiſtle in that Printer's 
Name, wherein he communicates the Piece 
. to the World as a miohty ſecret, which 
one Antonio Home Perez az Exiled Por- 
tugueſe, whoſe Name is put to the former 
Epiſtle, pretenas there 19 have Tranſlated 
out of French zwto. his own Lan- 
guage for the Benefit of his Country. But 
the Manuſcript is in pure Spaniſh, and 
perhaps this is the firſt time it ever appear'd 
in Publick, or in any other Language ; and 
poſſibly the Reader will find ſufficient Canſe 
to ſuſpeit that it came originally from 4 
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Portugueſe Hazd. Monſieur the Preſi- 
dent Royville, the French Ambaſſador at 
| Lisbon, was of this Opinion, when he 
complain'd of it %t that Court laſt Sum- 
mer, if this be the ſame ( as I believe it 
is) that ſo much Alarm'd him. 
But though it be very probable, that the 
Author is a Subje# of Portugal ; yet I 
ao not think there is any great cauſe to ac- 
 cufe him of Flattery, in the Charadter he 
- gives of his ſuppos'd Maſter. For if we 
make the ordinary Allowances for Expreſſi- 
on in Panygirick, there is nothing ſaid 
but what his Portugueſe Majeſty may be 
juſtly thaught to deſerye, at leaſt if we can 
give credit to the Conſenting Reports of: 
all that have been at Lisbon , and con- 
vers'd. with thoſe that have the Honour ta 
approach the Ferſon of that King ; and he is 
a Prince whom the meaneſt of his Vaſſals 
may have an eaſy acceſs to; They as well as 
thoſe of other Ranks and Orders have their 
Day of Audience afſiz n'd them in theWetkly 
Courſe, and are freely admitted. into 
the. Preſence of the Common Father of 
their Country, to acquaint. bim of their 
Grievances, their Wants, or of the brit 
er- 
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ſervices they may have done to the Publick, 
or tothe Crown. And he is [o attentive to 
their Story, that they ſeldom leave. him 
in Diſcontent ; for they -are ſure of his 
Juſtice, and few fail to\partake of his Cha» 
rity, or his Bounty, there being not many 
Families in the Kingdom , but are ſome 
way or other obliged to the Crown for part 
of their ſuſtenance. Inſomuch tha®though 
perhaps there be not a Prince in Europe 
of ſuch large Revenues, in proportionto 
the Extent of his Dominions ; yet His are 
ſcatter'd among this People with ſo liberal 2 
Hand, that the Great and Rich Dake of 
Braganza, 2s become but a very poor King 
of Portugal ; and inaced aid not the 
Duke ( whoſe Eftate is kept intire aud 
ſeparate from the Domains of the Crows ) 
ſometimes help out the King , it won'd 
go very hard with him to ſupport his Go- 
vernment. But as poor as he tis, his Po- 
wverty never tempts him to the Violation of 
Juſtice, of which he is as exatt an Obſer- 
wer in his Private Dealings, as in the 
Publick Adminiſtration. As often as he 
hath an occaſion to. ſupply his Magazines 
with Stores for his Forces either by Sea or 

A 4 Land, 
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Land, there is a great Contention among 
the Merchants, Foreigners as well- as Na- 
tives, who ſball be the Man to furniſh hs 
Majeſty ; all profeſ/ing themſelves more 
ready to deal with him, than with-thoſe they 
have power to diſtrain on: \Not that they 
can make any great Advantage of | him nei- 
#ber, for his Majelty will arive as hard & 
Bargain as the beſt of 'em; but his Pay is 


more. quick and ſure. Tn a word, the ge- 


neral courſe of this Prince's Attions. ſhow 
him to be a truly Juſt, Good, and Relisi- 
ous King ; I ſhould have ſaid Religions in 
the firſt place, for 'tis tg That that all the 
good Qualities which are fo conſpicuous in 
his Majeſty are owing, as we may perceive 
by the contrary Exceſfſes intowhich the Beſ 
Natural Diſpofitions do oftew fall , when 
That & wanting. ' If ſome Perfonal Fail- 
ings are remarkable in thi Prince's Private 
Condatt, they may wellbe afcrib'dto the de- 
fetts of the Religion'Prattis'd in his Coun- 
try , of which he is.a moſt Zealous Profeſ- 
for ; or at leaſt that very great Indulgence 


which it allows to ſome certain Infirmities of 


Human Nature. 'Were That Religion 7 
all reſpects Pure and Undefiled, there is 
"Heng great 
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great cauſe to hope that the Life of this 
Prince would ( common Failings excepted) 
have been ſo too. rol 
T here # one Quality in this Prince, that 
the Author of the following Paper inſiſts 
wvery much upon, which I cannot forbear ta» 
king notice of here, and that # bu great 
Love to Peace. It is true, that nothing can 
be alledped againſt what he brings as a Proof 
of it ;" 4t being certain that the Peace with 
Spain was ratified immediately upon his ta- 
king upon him the Government, ( tho if I 
remember aright, it was treated aud agreed 
upon ſome time before ); and it. is certain 
alſo, that he hath never come 'to an open 
Rupture with any of his Neighbours during 
the whole time of his Gouernment , i. e.

Great King, (truly Great inhimſelf) and 
yet the Duke of Giovanazzo himſelf was 
ſufficiently ſenſible of his Majeſties Supe- 
rior Genius ; for tho it be ſaid that he 
had got no ſmall Advantage over the Mz- 
niſters, yet he met with an over-match in 
the Perſon of the King ; nor could he for- 
bear expreſſing how much he was flruck with 
Aamiration not only of this Kyng's great and 
generous Soul,but likewiſe of his folid judg- 
ment, axd deep Penetration.

Princes; of Fur ec, .who will joyn 
their Forces togtther to beat down 
that Univerſal Monarchy which 
France aſpires to, as they did for- 
merly agaif(t out Kings, while they 
were ſi{petted of the fame Deſign : 
While Spaiz mult be-forced to bear 
the Charge of the War, as well be- 
canſe the French Funds are by this 
time wholly exhauſted, as for that 
the French will think our Ruin the 
beſt means to ſecure themſelves of 
our Subje&tion., But , here. it, will 
be ' objected, Thar the King, of 
France pretends not to the Poſteſ 
fion of this Monarchy, but for his 
Grandſon, the Dnke of Axjor, ſe- 
cond Son to the Dauphin , and 
Great Grandſon to Philip the Fourth 
ot Glori ious Memory z by whica 
means 
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means the two Crowns will remain 
divided - between: that Prince” and 
rhe Duke of Burgundy his Brother ; - 
And b& being but Twelve years of 
Age, by being Educated in Spair, 
bis Inclinations will be form'd to 
the Cuſtams,' Manners,' and Laws of 
the Country ; That he will grow 
Jealous of his Brother's Defigns;and 
rather oppoſe than favour them, and 
ſo tranſmit the Crown of Spain to 
his pwn Poſterity. It may be con- 
fidered likewiſe, (ay ſome, That in 
caſe the Two Brothers hold a good 
Correſpondence together, theywill. 
be then able to give Law to the reſt 
. of Enrope ; But againſt all theſe 
Reaſoninzs, there is ſomething to 
be ſaid that well deſerves our Con- 
f1 deration. 


Let us ſappoſe m the firſt place, 
That the Duke of Burgundy, Heir 
to the Crown of France, ſhould Die 
without Iſſue , ( which is a thing 
that's poſſible) in ſuch a Caſe, none 
can 


Cod) 
can doubt. butthat the Duke of 4-- 
jou, the. then King of 'Spaiz mnſt 


ſucceed his Brother to the Crown of 
France, according to all Laws Mu- 


nicipal and Civil 3 by which means 


the Two Crowns muſt neceſfarily 
be united together. Let us conſider 
likewiſe, That if the Dake of 4-jox 
ſhould Die without Children,Cwhich 
likewiſe may fall out) here will be 
another occaſion for Uniting the 
Two Monarchies ; for the Duke of 
Bargnndy will not fail to ſucceed his 
Brother : But granting that neither 
of theſe Princes are like to Die 
without, Iſſne , 'yet ſome of their 
Deſcendants may 3 fo that at the 
long ran, we ſhall fall into the Evil 
we ought to be fo careful now to. 
avord. 


Let us ſuppoſe again, Thar the 
Duke of Burgundy, inheriting that 
turbulent and haughty Spirit, which 
is ſo remarkable to all the World 
in his Grand-Father, ſhonld go a- 
bout

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bout to deprive his Brother of the 


Crown of Sparz, on pretence that 


he hath no Right to it, and'ſhould 
be ſo Fortunate as to Conquer this 
Monarchy, ( which GOD forbid) 
uniting it as a Province to his Em- 
pire 3- This Cafe affords us a.very 
dreadfal and 'melancholy Proſpe&, 
arid yet it 15 certain that our Hiſto- 
ry furniſhs us proof enough of the 
poſiibility - of the thing. FPerd;- 
2ando the Firſt, divided his Domi- 
nions between his Three Sons ; and - 
Sancho the Second , deprived his 
Brothers of the Thrones they were 
poſſeſſed of, according to the di- 
{tribution made by their Father, 
and that upon pretence that the Fa- 
ther had no Right to make it, and 
Force was uſed for a Reaſon. In 
France it ſelf, Examples of this ſort. 


are not wanting, nor 1n other King- 


doms, Caſes of a like Nature. What 
Miſchiefs did not the Sons of Clovis 
and Clotaire contrive againſt one 
another, that they might Uſarp each 

others 
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others Crown? 'What Atts.of Ho- 
ſtulity were-there not cottimitted by 
Theodebert and Thierri, Kings of A4u- 
ſtraſs 4 and. Burgundy, to deprive one 
another of the SceptersGontrar their: 
Father had , divided! between-them, 
without alledging any other Pre- 
text than the Right-of- Primogeri- 
ture 8 The Partition-made by the 
Father ſignified. nothing , 'tho* it.

will, leave -nothing-unattempted . to 


. induce us to.change ours for theirs ; 


and tho" theſe Conſequences are no 
hght matter, yet thoſe that I ſhall 
next conſider are of. much greater 
Importance. SE | 


Tt 1s certain, That the Duke of 
Anjix , being once admitted to the 
Sqc,effion , will bring along. with 


him' from his Grand-Fathers Court, 


a namerqus Train of Cavaliers, all 
inſtructed in the Maxims they are 
to follow : They will nor perhaps 
be ſo many at firft for fear of gt 
ving ſuſpicion, but the multitude 


. will encreaſe by little and. hittle ; 


and thus will the French creep into 
all Military Employments both by 
Sea and Land, by that means Na- 
turalizing themſelves in the King- 
dom, and covering their Deſigns 


- With the Pretext of their being far 


better 
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better skilled in Milicary Diſcipline 
than the Spaniards ares and that 
therefore we ſhall be far better ſerv'd 
by Emptoying them 3 whereas,their 
real end will be nothing elſe þup to 
fortifie themſelves by this' means a- 
gainlt the Auſtrians, of whom they 
witt always have a Jealoufie. The 
Grandees of the Kingdom maft ex- 
.pett to, be no longer ſuch when He 
comes to be Great ; for his firſt and 
chief Maxim, from which he never 
can depart, will be, to have no 
Sharers' with' him'in Power, as is 
ſofficiently manjfeſt from Experi- 
ence; which ſhould teach as to take 
warning from the Evils of others. 
For if, we take a Survey of the Po- 
Iiticks'of the Houſe of Bourbon, we 
{hall find, thar from its firſt graſp- 
ing the Scepter of Fraxce, it has 
been the very fandamental [Baſis of 
its Deſpotick Power, to Derogate 
from the Prerogatives of the Princes 
of the Blood, to deprive'the Peers 
of the Kingdom of their Prehem- 
the 
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nences, to deltroy the: Privileges 
of Parliaments and Provinces,taking 
away the liberty of Suffirage from 
the one, and the Authority of the 
other 3 leaving not the lealt Power 
to-any, that there might be- none 
to. contradict their Tel eſt-noſtre plai- 
fer, Violence -putting Reaſon to i= 
lence, and -ſupprefiing all Com- 


plaints. Who ever ſaw among to 


many Armies that Fravce maintains. 
to ſupport her Ambition, and ſo 
many Fleets wherewith ſhe covers 
the Seas and the Ocean, either a 
Prince of the Blood, or, Pcrion of 
the firſt Quality, in the Office of 
Gezeraliſſumo or Admiral & There is 
not one of Them that can be rruſted' 
in ſuch Poſts as theſe : But Perſons 
of a Baſer Mettle are preferred be- 
fore them, as-we ſee by the Chiets 
at at preſent Command the French 
Forces both by Sea and Land : For 
indeed it is ſuch only as-Tyranny 
can confde 1n. Butif France doth 
thus behave her {elf towards _— 
C or, 
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of her own Blood and Nation, 
What will ſhe not do to Strangers, 
when ſhe gets them under her Go- 
vernment ? when the only way to 
make her Dominion laſting, 1s to 
weaken them. It being certain, 
that to hinder as from withdrawing 
our ſelves from under her Tyranny, 
it will be neceſfary to.turn us out of 
all manner of Employments that 
will give us any Power. The Ec- 
cleffaſticks, who are ſo apt to take 
part with Frazce, will fare no better 
than the reſt by this Ele&ion. For 
they will be forc'd ro renounce their 
Exemptions from Aleabalas and 
Taxes, and to lay heavy Contri- 
butions on themſelves for the raifing 
of exorbitant Sums, or elſe he ex- 
posd to continual Vexations, of | 
which they will never be able to 
free themſelves. The Proviſion to 
Benefices will be Devolved to the 
King, and depend on his good Plea- 
ſare according to the Cuſtom of 


France: It being an caſte matter to 
| ob- | 
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obtain of the Pope, the ſame Indult 
in S$pazz as he hath already granted 
for the Conquer'd Provinces of the 
Low-Conuntries, fo that the Fccleſ1- 
aſtick State will be in the ſame De- 
pendance and Subjection to the 
King as the Laity are. 


In fine, My Lord, We ſhallall be 
Sufferers by an Election which we 
are all obliged to oppoſe, Why 
then ſhould we ſo much as think of 
It? If by the Adniuſhion of a French 
King, * an end might be put to the 
Calamities of the Spaniſh Nation, 
ſuch a Reſolution might then be 
well Embracd ; but if we have not 
the leaſt reaſon to propoſe any ſuch 
thing to our ſelves 3 nay, if it ſeems 
to be in a manner altogether im- 
poſſible, Why do we not ſeek for 
our Remedy elſewhere? The Mi- 
ſeries of the Kingdom will never 
certainly ceaſe by the Introduction 
of the French amongſt us 3 they 
will never be the Authors of a 
GC 2 Golden 
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Golden Age : But it we conſider 
things without Paſſion, we may be 
aſſured they will make our Condi- 
tion to become much more wretched 
than it is at preſent, For Spair 
may be conſidered in two different | 
Ways, 4s united to France , or le- 
arate from it; 1n either of which 
reſpects I foreſee many unhappy 
Conſequences likely to enſue. 


If it be United, It will be our 
Lot to Drudge for Fraxce, to pro- 
cure for her the Univerſal Monar- 
chy, to onr great Detriment, but 
without the leaſt Honour to our | 
ſelves. All Nations will become 
our Enemies, upon the account of | 
our being Subjects to a King they 
fear and hate ; and when they Arm | 
againſt him, they will be ſure to | 
Atlault us; England and Holland, | 
in . conjunction with the Emprre, 
will make War upon us. The 
Portugnueſes will never ſuffer us to | 

be at reſt: Nay, the very Moors, | 
when |

when they ſee us beſet on all ſides, 
will be for Invading our Liberty. 
Our Country will he expoſed to 
Invaſions 3 our Conqueſts will be 
ready to change Maſters 3 our Fleets 
will become Prize to Corſairs, where- 
by to bear the Charges of our 
Enemies : . Your Excellency knows 
well, that I have ſaid nothing but 
what Experience hath ſhow d to be 
poſlible. 


In the time when Spazz was at 
the heighth of her Glory, and pre- 
tended to Lord it over all the reſt 
of Europe, there was no Nation in 
the World bat put it ſelf in Oppo- 
ſition to us. Ezgland ſought our 
Deſtruction 3 Yeriee long'd for our 
Ruin; and' Frauce Humbled us at 
the laſt. Holand Rebelled ; Cata- 
lonia Matined; Naples was in an 


 Uproar 3 Portugal Revolted : We 


loſt Burgundy, Roufillon 5 we loſt a 
great part of Braſl, and the Indies, 
and the Low-Conntries, Into the 

C3 new 
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new World, which acknowledg'd 
only rhe Spaniſh Empire , entred 
all Nations: As if God deſign'd 
to Chaſtize us for forming ſuch 
vaſt Detigns of an Univerſal Mo- 
narchy, by bringing us down the 
lower, while we were aſpiring ſo 
high. 


Now if all this befel ns while 
Spain was ſeparate from France, 
What can. we look for when we 
ſhall be United? What Kingdom 
or Republick 1s there 1n the World, 
that will not zealouſly Concur to 
preſerve their Common Liberty ? 
Portugal, (which 1s fo great a part 
of Spain) by the help of thoſe Po- 
tentates that are now ready to aſliſt 
her, will make War upon France 
in the Plains of Caſtile 5 England 
will attempt the Conqueſt of the 
Indies; The Pope will Invade Na- 
ples; The Savozard, Milaz ; The 
Hollanders will be Dealing with the 


Magiſtrates of the other Provinces 
of 
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of the Low-Conntries, Inviting them 
with the Hopes of Liberty to. an 
Union with their Republick ; imi- 
tating the Cartons, whom the diffe- 
rence of Religion doth not divide, 
nor doth it hinder them from Uni- 


_ ring 11 Intereſts. The Emperor, on 


the account both of his Pretenſtons 
to Spaiz, and his Jealoulie of France, 
will join in League with the E- 
pire and Holland, will find work 
for our Forces on the fide of- Ger- 
many and the Low-Conuntries, The 
{urk will then be alarmd at the 
Greatneſs of France, and break his 
Alliance with her, and defiſt from 
his War wich the Emperor to fall 
upon us. And it will be very 
hard for France to defend it ſelf 
with Succeſs in ſo many different 
and diſtant Places. For by how 
much more vaſt an Empire 1s, ſo 


much greater is the neceſlity of 


having numerous Forces. . They 
ſeem indeed at preſent to be ve- 
ry great which France hath on 
C 4 Foot, 
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Foot, becauſe they are employed 
within the Circumference of the 
Kingdom 3 bur the Caſe will be 
otherwiſe, when ſhe ſhall find her 
ſelf under the neceſſity of De- 
tending Spain, Naples, Milan, and 
the Indies, diſtributing them into 
ſo many diſtant Parts againſt fo 
many Princes. There was a time, 
when we, to ſave the Royal 
Patrimony , loſt the Poſlefiton of 
Portugal, with part of what be- 
long'd to Caſtile, And France we 
may be ſure, the better to de- 
fend that which 1s her own, will 
abandon to Deſtru&ion that which 
"5 ours, being more concern'd for 
her own Defence than, our Pre- 
ſervation. . But to conclude this 
Point, The Potentates of Emrope 
are all engaged to prevent this 
Union , and to. conſider in time, 
how they may beſt hinder it , 


having before their Eyes a Dro- © 


ſpect of thoſe general Calamities, 
mm wmich they will all neceſlarily 


be 


_ 
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be involved, in caſe the defi ion of 
ir ſhould take effett. 


If we conſider Spair as { epara- 
ted from the Obedience of Frarce, 
a French Prince', even 1n that 
Caſe, will be far from bringing 
along with him thoſe Blefſlings 
that we ſtand in need of ; for 
what Nation 1s there that ever 
found a French Government ſup- 
portable. Let Naples ſpeak, where 

- the Violences of the French con- 
tributed ſo much to the Augmen- 
tation of the Arragoneſe Party a- 
oainſt Louis the Twelfth : Or 
witneſs Sicily, where their Ty- 
ranny was ſo great, as to give 
occafion to the Sicilian Veſpers, 10 
famous _ throughout the World : 

Or let Poland be heard, Where 
they cry out with ſo much Zea) 
"againſt the Election of Conti; re- 
merbring what they ſuffered un- 
der the Reign of Hezry the Third 

| of France, The Natives of Cy- 
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prus, choſe voluntarily to leave 
their Country and Eſtates, and 
live Poor 1n a ſtrange Land , ra- 
ther than endure the Govern- 
ment of Guy de Lucignan, The 
Genoneſes are likewiſe ſufficient E- 
vidence of the Exorbitancies of 
that Nation 3 they having twice 
had the miſhap to Experience the 
French Tyranny, which hath as 
often reduc'd them to that de- 
ſperate State, as that they have 
been forc?'d to ſhake off the Yoke. 
Since all People then complain of 
a French Government, Why ſhould 
we think better of it ? or be 
more fond of a People that have 
never been wanting to . make us 
ſenſible of their 11-Will ? Why 
can we not be made to under- 
ſtand, that our Liberty will 1n- 
fallibly be tarn'd into Slavery ? 
Or can we perſuade our ſelves, 
that we ſhall be better treated 
than others have been before us? 


But it our __ be the. ſame, 
the 
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the Violences of an Arbitrary Po- 
wer will certainly prove more 1n- 
tolerable to us, who have hither- 
to been accuſtomed to a mild 
and eaſie Government. We ſhall 
ſee all the great Offices of the 
Kingdom expos'd to Sale, Places 
at Court will be beſtowed on 
them that bid moſt, the ſame 
Cuſtom will be obſerved here in 
regard to Military Poſts and Ci- 
vil Employments, as. is in Frarce. 
Our Sons will be obliged to 
Marry French Women, and tho' 
we are all ſenſible enough of 
the Miſchief that will enſue 
thereupon, yet will 1t not be in 
our Power to avoid it 3 But like 
Men bewitchd , we ſhall purſue 
our own Evil, as if we were led 


' thereto by a fatal kind of Ne- 


ceflity. For thoſe ſame Mazims , 
which hitherto have every where 
ſucceeded, are not like to fail 
of Succeſs among us'; and their 
Projedts under ſome diſguiſe -or 
other 
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other, (for they'll try all) will 
almoſt neceſſarily take effect. 


_ We ſhall ſee to our Grief, 
when we cannot help it » our 
Governments and Viceroylhips, 
conferred on French Men, who 
will always havea Jealons Eye upon 
us, on the account of our unea(i- 
neſs under them. We (hall Ruin 
our ſelves to maintain their Fleets 
and Armies, which will ſerve only 
to raiſe the Glory of France 
and that Court will always have 
an Influence over ours, to make us 
ſubſervient to its Deſigns. Our 
Miniſters will be Inveigl'd to fa- 
vour their Pretenſions, through 
force of Perſuaſion, or ſome ſpe- 
cious Appearances of Advantage 3 
or they will be corrupted under- 
hand, by ſecret Bribesz or they 
will be over-ruled by their Wives, 
which the French have ever found 
the ſureſt way to gain their Ends. 


Theſe 
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Theſe Things may perhaps ap- 
pear for the preſent pure Cht- 
merical Imaginations, but Time 
w1ll prove them to be real Truths, 
in caſe the ill Fortune of Spazr 
ſhall”. bring her under a French 
Yoke : And therefore, My" Lord, 
What 1s it that ſhould oblige us 
. to think -of an Expedient accom- 
panied with ſo many intolerable 
Inconvemencies? Let us confi- 
2 der the Intereſts of our Nation 3 
Let us have an Eye to the Dan- 
ger that threatens us 3 not for- 
| getting what lintle Credit 1s to 
be given to French Promiles. 


France 1ndeed , offers us the Re- 
union of Portugal to Caſtile, and 
; «of the United Provinces to Flan- 
ders ; but, how ſhall we depend 
upon theſe Offers? There is no 
. ' doubt, but that in caſe of a Union 
l | of the Two Crowns, they will 


| Unite theſe and other Provinces too 
under the ſame Pretence of Re- 
union, 
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union, whereby they have Uſurp'd 
ſo many Countries 3 But if Spar 
be kept Separate from France , 

they will never think of ſuch a 
Reſtitution, but on the contra- 
'Ty, will ſtand by the Portugneſes, 
and encourage ' the Ho//anders a- 
gainſt us; and will never ſuffer 
us to take any Advantage over 
the. one or other of thoſe Coun- 
tries. No Man ever found Truth 
in the Mouth of a French Man; 
and the world knows how eafily 
they of late retrafted in Holazd, 
what they had propoſed in Sweed- 
land, Francis the Firſt, by his 
renouncing the Treaty of Ma- 
arid , gives an unconteſtable proof 
of the Perfidy, ſo uſual with that 

Nation 3 and indeed, they are ſo 
accuſtom'd to it, ' that it ſeems 
that they do not-ſo much as 
know what Truth is, Chriſt put 
the Queſtion to Pzlate, (who, as 
Hiſtorians report, was a French 
Man) 2zid eſt veritas * By which 
we 
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we may ſee, that the French of 


old, had not the leaſt acquaintance 
with it. | 


And fince theſe are the infal- 
hble Conſequences of an Election 
of a French Prince; and fince that 
the Evils that will enſue upon both. 
the Nobility and People, are ſo 
certainz I cannot ſee, how any 


| Spaniard , without being a Tray- 


tor to his Nation, his Country- 
men, and to himſelf, ſhon'd go 
about to Sacrifice vs all, to the 
perpetual loſs of our Repole and 
Liberty. I am far from thinking, 
That Tour Excellency can be of 
this Mind 3 I have better Thoughts 
of your mature Judgment and 
Zeal for your Country , than to 
ſuſpect, that you ſhould give En- 
tertainment to an Opinion that 
cannot be conceriv'd without Hor- 
rour. But, I am atr:1d , there 
are many who built Caſtles in the 


Air, which by their fa!l, will de- 


ſtroy 
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ſtroy us all. For my part, I ſpeak 
without Partiality or Hatred : 
And I wiſh all the World knew 
the Sincerity wherewith I deliver 
my real Sentiments, which I am 
inducd to, by a true Zeal, and 
not Intereſt, which I have made 
to give place to the other. 1 
deſire nothing more than the 
Good of my Country and Coun- 
try-Men , who ſhall never blame 
me for Cooperating to their Ru- 
in, by my Omiſton or Silence. 


The Prince Electoral of *Bava-

tonia, married” to. the Elector 
Maximilian, the preſent Go- 
vernor -of the Low-Conntries , 
by whom ſhe became Mother 
to the Prince pretending to 
the Crown. But there are 
many important Circumſtances, 
which when well: confidered-, 
will make his Pretenſions appear 
not 'to be ſo well grounded 
as at firſt they may ſeem to 
be, EF I 


The Firſt is, That this Price * 
is a Stranger, Born of Pa- 
rents that are no dSpariards, 
he being, the Grandſun, and 
not the Son of an Irfanta of 

Þ __ Opams,- 
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Spain 3 nor can he. marry 
the -Heireſs of that Crown ; 
and ſo 1s he excluded bythe

For my

them free from the Alarms 
and Calamities of War, and 
preſerve them in another kind 
of manner .than thole. Princes 
do, whoſe private Ambition 
makes them overlook the Ru- 
in- of | their Subjects 2 What 
People or Nation is there that has. 
not envied the Repoſe which the. 
Portugneſes enjoy under the: 
Reign of this. Prince, whom- 
all -Ezrope hath admired for his - 
excellent Management 1n. pre- 
ſerving to himſelf the Friend- 
2 E 2 {hip 
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ſhip of 'all- Nations, maintain- 
ing his People in ſuch a Tran- 
quillity as makes them the En- 
vy of all other Nations? They 
hve. free 'from | Impoſts and 
Taxes, whilſt -other Potentates,

cient Right belongs to that

Theſe Reaſons (my Lord) 


| may ſerve as a plauſible Pre- 


text for us to look to our 
Intereſt, and to think of that 
which may be for the general 
Benefit of the Kingdom, rather 
than the particular Advantage 
of Princes. 

By his Mother, his Grandfa- 
thers and Great Grandfa- 
thers, that King 1s related 
to the greateſt part of the 
Grandees of this Kingdow 3 
and will it not be better to 
have a King on the Throne, 
E 4. who 
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who. ſhall eſteem us as hls 
Kinſmen, rather than one that 
(hall Jook upon' us only as his 
Vailals? Since the Auſtrians 
have held the Scepter, we ne- 
ver .heard of an Alliance be- 
tween the Royal Family and 
thoſe of any of our Graradees, 
contrary to the Cuſtom of our 
ancient Kings, who greatly Va- 
lned fuch Alliances, as the Kings 
of Portugal have always done 
and' this King Doz Pedro hath 
lately given one. of hs Daugh- 
ters in Marriage to the eldeſt 
Son of the Dake of Cada- 
val, which they 'of the Houſe 
of Azfiria wonld never have 
done 5 tor they hold us un- 
worthy, even of their Baſtards. 
The Portugueſe Government 
is ſo very gentle, that it may 
be ſaid of the King and Peo- 
pie reciprocally, that he 1s the 
Father of his Subjects, and they 
the Children of their King : 
Of 
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Of this the Cathclick Queen 
was very fenſible 3 ' and this 
Kingdom hath more than once 
defired to be under that Go- 
verntment, Caſtile 1n long A\- 
ſemblies of the Cortes offered 
it ſelf to; King Don kmannel. 
Galicia 1n our time wiſhed to 
be delivered up to King Dor 
Pedro, upon the Death of the 
Kings. Do Pedro Cruel, and 
Dor Enrique IV. The oreateſt 
Part of the Nobilicy of Caftile 
declared themſelves in favour 
of Portugal; #tid had the Kings 
thereof Dorn Ferdinvando and 
Don Alfonſo the  Vth. © been 
as well diſpoſed as they were 
- qd, for KN, ir. a 
been eafie for 'them' to have 
2ot Poſſeſſion of this Crown. 
But did we ever hear of ſuch 
Selt-denial in any Piince, e1- 
ther of the Houſe of Auſtria or 
France £ With tiem Violence 
goes . for Law 53 nor do they 

EVET 
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ever think. of giving a Reaſon 
for what they do; they, make 
War at. their Pleaſure, not for 
the publick, but their own par- 
ticular Advantage. It nonepre- 
tend foconquer France (which 
is, the only thing that would 
make thEVexation tolerable)why 
ſhould the whole Kingdom ſuffer 
ſo much, Miſery to ſupport their 
King's vain Glory 2 The Empe- 
ror inlike manner thinks of no- 
thing elſe bat making his Power 
Arbitrary :. which: puts the Prin- 
ces of the Empire upon complain- 
ing, and cauſes ſo much Clamour 
in the Diets, but all without 
Remedy ; for want of Refolu- 
tion to put a Stop to their Grie- 
vances; which is wanting to ſome, 
by reaſon of their Dependency : 
others have not power to put it in 
| Practice. 

Sincethen, (my Lord) we are 
ſenſible of themany greatInconve- 
niences which we can't but expect 
| from 
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from the Princes of - Auſtria and - 
France, and of the great Advanta- 
ges which the Portugueſe will bring 
to our Nation, why ſhould we 
not prefer him to them? Should ej- 
then of them get Poſleflion , we 
ſhall be always involved in theſame 
Wars, the ſame Troubles and Cala- 
mities : For whether Auſtria or 
France carries it, the Succeſiion will 
neceſlarily become the .Subject of 
great Contention, But 1f the Portu- 
gueſe ſhall be choſen, things will ſuc- 
ceed after another manner : for'then 
we {hall have one only Enemy to 
deal with, which is Faaxce, againſt 
whom the united Powers of all 
Spain will make a ſtrong Oppoſition, 
and a much ſtronger will be made 
by all the other Princes: of Exrope, 
who, then free from that Jealouſfie 
which Frazce or the Empire would 
otherwiſe give shem , will favour 
ourReſolution by uniting their Arms 
with ours; their own Prudence 
prompting them to promote a De- 
ſign 
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| fign ſo beneficial to all Exrope. 

"The nom conſidering + that 
France 1 - excluded, w1ll not-beſo 
much whore about the Sacceſ. 
ſion of Spain ; for having but two 
Sons, he'll be taken op in ſecuring 
to them the Stares he is already pol- 
ſelFd of : Or, if he ſhall attempt 
any thing againſt us, there 1i8/ no 
Prince thar will come 1n to his Afli(t- 
ance; for it is not'the Intereſt of 


any that he ſhould grow more pow- 


erfal than he 1s already : And'\for 
himſelf, all he can do will fignifie 
but little ;, 1t being out of his power 
to' do us- any harm, which the'great 
diſtance renders impoſſible by Land, 
and his want of Ports and Fleets ar 
DEA. 

France, when he ſces the Houſe of 
Auſtria put by, 'will be ſomewhat 
cooPd in his Defire to conquer us : 
or if he ſhall endeavour it. our Love 
to Liberty will more ſtrongly ant- 
mate us to oppoſe him 3 and we ſhall 
ſoon find England and Holland rea- 

| dy 
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dy to afſltſt ns; nay, the Houfe of 
Auſtria t {elf will not-be backward 
to help us. The Pope, the Head of 
our Religion, for fear of loling his 
Eſtates, by having the French for his 
Neighbour s in {taly, and otherwiſe 
perſuaded by his Intereſt, in conſi- 
deration of the immenſe Sums 
wherewith Caſtile and Portugal en- 
rich the Coffers of S. Peter, and con- 
tribute to ſupport the magnificent 
Grandeur of that Cour: (all which 
will be loſt # France ſhould ever. 
get the Poſlc{lion of the Crown of 
Spain ) will leave nothingunattemp- 
ted to fruſtrate, his Deligns. So 
that in that caſe there being none 
to make any Diverſion in Portzeal ;; 
but we having the Forces of that 
Kingdom united to our own, . our 
Fortreſles Garriſon'd, our Fleets to 
the Indies under good Convoy, our 
Troops all poſted on our Frontiers, 

we ſhall find Work enough for 
France, or rather expect but little 


fromahence. 
| This 
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This Re: union of all Spazz will 
be of a mighty Advantage to our 
Conqueſts in America; tor by help 
of thoſe many Conveniencies that 
Brazil will afford as,our Commerce 
will flouriſh again,and conſequent- 
ly our Forces augment, whereby we 
may recover our ancient Vigour,and 
become formidable to our Enemies. 
In fine (my Lord) this 1s a Mat- 
ter that deſerves our molt ſerious 
Conſideration, ſeeing of what vaſt 
Importance it is to us:f#r whichcauſe 
I hope you will maturely weigh 1t 
as every one ought to do; and let 
no Man (for God's fake) think of 
making his Court, by gratifying his 
Majeſty in that which will be of no 
Advantage to him, but will infalli- 
bly tend ro the Ruin of us all. 
France, 1 confeſs, would have. a 
better Right to the Succeſſion than 
Portugal, and ſo would Bavaria and 
Arſtria too, had they not for- 
ferred it, either by their Renuncia- 


tions, or on the account of their 
| any 
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being Foreigners, and all of them by 
reaſon of the great Detriment and 
many Inconveniencies that will en- 
ſue to_ the Monarchy, and to. all 
Exrope, upon their Admiſſion : But 
as for Portugal, it may be evident- 
ly demonſtrated that there can be 
no Conveniences imagin'd but what. 
will redound to this Kingdom upon 
the calling in of that King : For if 
we have regard to Right (give me 
leave to repeat it) it is all on his fide, 
be being preferable according to 
the Laws of rhe Kingdom, to the 
three pretending Princes , on the 
account of his being a Sparzard, and 
not a German nor a Frenchman, If 
we conſider the Benefit of the Nati- 
on,none can bring a greater; for Por- 
jugal being once United to Caſtile, 
there will be no neceſſity of ſo many 
* Confederates to defend us ; or if we 
ſhall think fit to ſeek any Alliance to 
ſupportourRefolution,there 1s ſcarce 
any Potentate 1n Europe but will be 
very ready to aſtiſt us, out of a deſire 
tO 
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to ſee a Houſe eſtabliſh'd that ſhall be 
able to hold the Ballance between 

thoſe of Arjtria and Bonrbor, that 
have been always Rivals 1n their Pre- 
tenfions toa Fifth Monarchy, If we 
would have _a King provided of a 
Succeſſion, He of Portugal hath a ve- 
, Ty numerous one, which multiplies 
every day : It we deſire a pious and 
pacitick Prince, hisRingdoms have by 
Experience found him to be ſuch, 
which all Europe knows, and for 
which all the World admires him. 
If we wilh for a King thats well af- 
fected to the Caſtilian Nation, | this 
King 1s ſo much our Frietid, that it 
isRecommendation ſaticient for any 
Pretenders at the Court of Lisbon to 
be a Caſtilian, which 1s what the Por- 
tugneſes themſelves envy us fors 
and allCaſtiliansthar have approach'd 
this Prince's Per{on,aflure us of from 
their own Experience. .1t we ſtand 
1nnced of a King,.that ſhould pre- 
ſerve our Rights, and oblige us with 


his Bounty 3 theres no Prince that 
hath 
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bath granted more Favours,or given 
more Titles, or been more caretyl to 
preſerve the Privileges of his Snb- 
Jedts, or to diſtribute Juſtice equally 
among them. If we want a King, 
that ſhall keep to our Cuſtoms and 
Laws, in him we (hall have one that 
abominates all that are foreign and 
vicious, vromoting ſuch as may prove 
beneficial. 1f we approve of a King, 
That by the Decorum of his Perſon, 
keeps up to the Majeſty of his Cha- 
racter.there 15 nor a Monarch 10 the 
World,in whom Majeſty (hgws it (elf 
in ſo magnificent a manner, or ſo 
powerfully AttraCts to it ſelf the Ve- 
neration of Mankind. It we love a 
King, that is of an Illuſtrious Family, 
this Prince is deſcended on 22 lides 
from the Kings of Caſtile, Leon, Arra- 


gon, and Navarre,whoſe Royal Stock 


hath produced an Emperor, forty 
Kings, 15 Electors, 33 Sovereigh 
Dakes, and a great number of abfo- 
latePrinces and Princefles1n all parts 
of Exrope, not including this King. 


Don Pedro is not only a Spaniard, by 
| F be- 


= ... 
being a Portngneſe, but he is a Caſtil;- 
_ anboth in Blood and Heart. In Blood 
on the Mother and Grandmother's 
fide, Danzhters-of the Dukes of Me- 
dina Siddnia, and de Friasz and by 
his 4th Grandmother, the Queen 
Donna Maria Daughter of the Ca- 
tholick Kings, (7. e. Ferdinand and 

Tſabelle) and their Keireſs upon de- 
fanit ot the ſecond Line, which now 
ought to be conſidered as Extinct,as 
being diſnaturaliz'd, in caſe his Ma- 
jeſty, whom God preſerve, who is. 
the Chief thereof, ſhould leave no 
Hue. which I pray God to give him, 
tho” there may be cauſe to doubt it. 
And beſides the repeated Alliances 
contracted . between thele Two 
Crowns, makes the Blood indiſtin- 
guiſhable,of which 22 Marriages are 
a ſnfhicient proof, The Kings of 
Portugal having contracted no more 
than four our of Spazz,' in which 
number [ reckon that of thrs'King 
I3on Pedro, who hath married the 
Siſter of our Queen. And he is ſo 
much a Cuftilian in Aﬀection, that 
pre- 
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preſcntly upon his coming to theGo- 
vernment, he clapt up a Peace with 
this Crown, and hath never ſince 
violated it in the leaſt inſtance, not- 
withſtanding all theimporcunitics of 
our Enemies, ..and the Offers they 
bave made him, as Tour Excellency 
well knows, 

If any delire greater conveniences 
yet,and wiſh for a King related to 
the Nobility, the Condes de Oropeſa 
and deLemos,and the D. of Veragnas, 
derive the Male Line of their Famj- 
lies from the, Houſe of Portugal 3; 
Your Excellency and my ſelt bear in 
our Scutcheons the- Arms of that 
King 3 The Dukes de Medina,Sidonia, 
de Lerma, de Frias, de Arcos, and de 
Aveyro,are all nearly related to Him, 
as indeed are moſt of the reſt that 
have merited the Titles of Grandees 
of Spain, as being Deſcended from 
theſe Houſes now mention'd, which 
- 1s a ſufficient reaſon, why they ſhou'd 
all concur in the ſame, Reſolution 
with us, without ſeeking for pretexts 
ro oppoſe what is ſo apparently for 
their [ntereſt, We 
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We may from Examples of the 
like Reſolntions, well juſtifie this of 
ours; for we may demonſtrate,that 
we are much in the Right 1n taking 
It, if we will but confult the Hiſto- 
ries, and turn over the Annalsof o- 
ther Nations, which will afford us 
many Inſtances that will comeup to 
our Caſe; I ſhall only mention ſome 
ſew that offer. themſelves, of ſuch 
as have Aſcended the Throne with- 
out any Right at all. Pepiz was 
plac'din that of Frazce by Election 
of the Feople, tho' he was 1n the re- 
moteſt degree of Kindred to the 
Royal F amilyz which notwithſtand- 
1ng, he was preferred to the other 
Princes pretending to the Crown, 
and even to the firſt and ſecond 
Couſins of King Childrec I. the laſt 
of the Merovingian Race. Upon the 
Death of Louis V. his Uncle Charles 
Duke of Lorreir, Brother to Lotaire, 
Father of the deceaſed, - was right 
Heir ro the Crown of France but 
notwithſtanding his having all the 


Right cn his ſide, the French choſe 
het 
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Hugh Capet, who had no Relation at 
all ro the Royal Family, as many 

 affirmz- or at leaſt1f he had any, as 

_ Others will have it,all acknowledge 
that it was very remote and poſter1- 
or to the others; And in theſe Ele- 
tions, regard'was had to the publick 
Good, without ſtaying to Examine . 
Titles; for People had an Eye to the 
Intereſt of the Nation, and not that 
of the Pretenders. The Couſins of 
Childeric, and he himſelf, were hated 
by the People for their Ambition, 
Arrogance, and diflolute Lite, and 
were therefore ſet aſide. And the 
Duke of Lorreiz was thrown out, 
purely upon account of the Inclina- 
tion they diſcovered to be in him to- 
wards the Germans: So that the 
French have no Reaſon to complain, 

having ſo formal an Example in 

their own Houſe; and it they have

JI. preferring him to his Nephew 
Doz Alonzo, both by reaſon of the 
Childhood. of the later, and his be- 
ing Grandſon to the King of Fraxce, 
an Enemy always abhorred by this 
Nation.

Crownin Right of his-Witfe, eldeſt 
Daughter to the deceaſed King 3 as 
did likewtſe Don 'Fernardo King of 
Portugal,as Grandſon to Queen Dos- 
na Beatriz, Daughter of Sancho IV. 

King'of Caſtile 5 But withollt any re- 
gard had to the Right either of the 
one or the other Pretender, the 


_ Crown wa: given:to the Conde de 


Traſtamera, Baſtard Brother to Dor 
Pedro,becauſe that Elettion wasther 
judg'd to be for the latereſt of the 
Kingdom. 

Many other Pxattples may. be 
found in theſe and other Nations to 
corroborate the Right which they 


are 1n Poſleſſion of,to chuſe forKing, 


(upon their Soverelgn's deceale) a 
Prince, by whom the publick Wea 
of the Nation,and the common good 
of the People tnay be fecur'd, there 
being no reaſon, why they ſhould 
ſabject rhemſelves to a Tyrant, or 
one 
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one thats uncapable to Govern or 
Prote& them, and ſuffer ſo many Ca- 
lamities, as will neceilarily befal 
them, for the ſake of the pretended 
Titles of Strangers: -

It being then neither juſt nor 
poſlible, that the Arch. Duke ſhould 
ſucceed to the Monarchy of Spain, 
it ſeems that Prince Ferdjnand of 
Bavaria remains without a Compe- 
titor, having the Right on his ſide, 
as hath been proved, and a poſlibi- 


 lity of ſucceeding, as I ſhall now 


endeavour to make our. 

It ſeems to be beyond all que- 
tion, that it is the Intereſt of all 
Princes and Eſiates of Exrope, thoſe 
that pretend for themſelves except- 
ed,. to promote the Succeſſion of 
this Prince; Firſt, becauſe that in 
order to reſtrain the formidable 


Power of France within Bounds, it 


is very conyecnienit that the Monar- 
chy of Spain ſhould nor be divided; 
for when it ſhall recover it {elf in- 
to a better ſtate, as 'tis to be hoped 
it may 'in time, it will be a great 
Bridle to France, to hinder her from 
putting in practice her vat Deſigns.

And it being ſo neceſlary, that all 
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Dominions belonging to this Mo- 
narchy ſhould -be preſery'd entire ; 
it muſt be for the common Intereſt 
of Europe, that Prince Ferdinand of 
Bavaria ſhould have the Poſſeſſion 
of them, as well on the account 
of the ſtreight Alliance the Duke 
his Father is in with EFxgland,. Den- 
mark, Sweedland, Venice, and Hol- 
land, as becauſe this Prince will 
bring with him no Acceſſion of E- 
ſtates to the Monarchy, which 
might give Jealoufie. For as for 
thoſe of the Duke his - Father , 
their great Diſtance will make *em 
to be of no Adyantage to him, bur 
rather a Trouble. Beſides; that 
Prince when he comes to be na- 
turaliz'd in Spaiz, will renounce his 
paternal Electorate in Favour of his 
Brother, in imitation of ' Charles V. 
who gave up his patrimonial Eſtates 
in Germany to the [nfante Don Fer- 
.nando, as well to accommodate 
him, as not to incommode the Mo-. 
narchy of Spain, with Dominions 
{eparate 
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{ſeparate from it at fo great a Di- 
ſtance. | 

' Ie 1s certairt likewiſe that this 
Prince being once admitted to the 
Succeſlion by the Spaniards, and ſup- 
ported by the aforementioned Po- 
rentates, France will not be ſo ve- 
ry forward to oppoſe him, as he 
would be to withſtand the Arch- 
Duke Charles; for tho upon the 
Admilſlion of the Prince of Bava- 
714 he will miſs of ſome of his De- 
ſigns, and be fruſtrated in that of 
promoting his Grandſons Preten- 
ſions, yer he will. not be wholly 
bafMed, but gain this Point, That 
the Monarchy of Spain ſhall not be 
entailed upon the Houſe of A«- 
ffria, a Union which hath always 
given ſo great caule' of Jealouſie to 
that Crown. ” ol 

And the Emperor himſelf, when 
he ſhall ſee his Son the Arch-Duke 
Charles wholly excluded, will neceſ- 
farily farther the Pretenſions of his 
Grandſon the Prince of Bqvaraa , 
H 2 both

both to diſappoint France his Com- 
petitor and Rival, and likewiſe on 
the account of the cloſe Union 
which the Houſes of Auſtria and 
Bavaria have always preſerved, and 
which hath been much ſtrength- 
ned in the Perſon of the Prince 
his Grandſon, who, though he be 
not of the Male Line, yet he is ſo 
nearly related, that he ſhould ac- 
count him as his own, and one of 
his Succeſſors, conſidering the reci- 
procal Alliances of both Houſes, 
and how much it is their common 
Intereſt to oppoſe the Greatneſs of 
France. . 

It appears then that the Preten- 
ſion of the Prince of Bavaria is 
more juſt than that of his Compe- 
titors, and alſo more likely to ſuc- 
ceed, for that he will meet with 
leſs Oppoſition from France than 
the Arch-Duke Charles. He will have 
Portugal, England, Holland, the 
Northern Crowns, the: Republick of 
Fenice, and all the Potentates of 
Italy, 
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[taly, as intereſſed, on his fide, and 
that the Emperor his' Grandfather 
cannot fail him for the Reaſons 
now mentioned. It remains only 
that we ſhew that itis the Intereſt of 
Spain it ſelf, whoſe Convenience is 
here chiefly conſidered, that the 
Prince of Bavaria ſhould be ad- 
mitted to the Succeſſion. 

The Monarchy of Spain ought to 
be looked upon as being in a ve- 
ry dangerous Condition, and that 
not only upon the account of the 
Weakneſs to which it is reduced by 
the ſeveral Accidents that Time hath 
brought forth, and the Emulation 
| of the greater part of Europe, but 
alſo by the King's want of Heirs 
after two Marriages, and the little 
Hope there is of his ever having 
any ; ſo that ſhe is now forced to 
look out for a Succeſſor to the 

Crown, of a different Language 
and Cuſtoms, an Inconyenience to 
which all Nations lye expos'd that 

H 3 have 
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have made Women capable of the 
Succeſſion; and this being the great- 
elt Misfortune that could befal her, 
ſhe ought to have recourſe to that 
Prince, who, as has been prov'd, 

1s both in Juſtice and Equity the 
moſt proper for her. And this will 
furcher appear , when 'we conſider 
the Conditions the Eleftor his Fa- 
ther will agree to; the principal 
of which 1s, Thar he ſhall come 
into Spain alone, and his Houſhold 
| ſhall be form'd wholly of Spaniards, 
or of SubjeAs of the Crown, by 
which Education a Prince of ſuch 2 
render Age will ſoon come to be 
wholly Eſpanioliz'd; nor is there 
any Fear, that after his being ad- 
mitted he ſhould introduce any new 
Maxims or Cuſtoms,as well for that 
his' very Education will endear the 
| Spaniards to him, as for want of 
Power, which will not permit him 
to bring any of his Farher the E- 
leQors Subjects into the Goyern- 
ment ; 
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ment : For a Nation is never ſo 
{ſecure from Inſolence, as when the 
Prince hath not foreign Power fuffi- 
cient to trample upon its Privileges. 
And in cafe the King of Spain thou'd 
dye before the Prince 'of Bavaria 
becomes capable of governing the 
Kingdoms himſelf, a Junta may be 
formed of the principal Perſons of 
the Nation, and they have the Re- 
gency of the Kingdoms, the Prince 
aſſiſting among them, in order to 
inſtruct himſelf in the Afﬀairs of 
Government. Nay, though he 
ſhould be of a competent Age, yet, 
by reaſon of his want of Experience 
and Acquaintance with his new Sub- 
jets, ſuch a Funta will be very 
needful, though with conſultive 
Votes 'only. . That the Prince hear- 
ing the Sentiments of his Miniſters, 
may take ſuch Reſolutions as are 
moſt convenient, till by Time and Ex- 
perience he may come to act of him- 
{=If, and afrer having ſeen the re- 
 H4  gulat 
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gular Debates of rhe ſeveral Coun- 
cils, take His Meaſures accor- 
dingly. 


Theſe Conveniencies to the Mo- 
narchy, agreed to by Compact up- 
on the Prince of Bavariz's being ad- 
mitred to the Succeftion, will be 
firmly obſerved for the Reaſons now 
mentioned. Bur we cannot ſay that 
there is a- like Security of what 
ſhall be agreed in behalf of a Child 
of France or the Arch-Duke. For 
the firſt of the(e will have ſo much 
Power that there will be no obli- 
ging him to ſtand to. his Engage- 
ment, and- his Frenchmen will be 
continually inciting him to break it, 
which will be a perpetual occaſion 
of Diſquiet and Vexation to the 
Spaniards ; and altho there may be 
leſs cauſe to fear the Arch-Duke's 
violating his Agreement, yet the 
Power and Authority of his Father 
the Emperor, join'd with a —_ 
O 
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of his being more Abſolute , will 
render the Treaties that ſhall be 
made with him the leſs ſecure, to 
ſay nothing of the Inconveniences 
of having the Kingdom drained 
of its Money, which there is 
creat Cauſe to fear, from the con- 
tinual Neceſſities of the Empire, of 
which Spain hath had ſufficient Ex 

perience. | 


Before I end this Diſcourſe, It 
will be needful to ſhew whar little 
Ground there is for a ſome Nati- 
on, that by certain underhand Arts 
hath' with great Succeſs been infinu- 
- ated into the Heads of the Spani- 
ards, and hath paſs'd for Curranc 
in ſome other Parts of Exrope like- 
wiſe ; which is, That the Formida- 
ble Power of «France is {uch, that 
Spain can neither withſtand it nor 
hope for any ſeaſonable Relief from 
other Parts, and therefore ought to 
yield to the French —— 
admit 
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admit of ' the Duke of Anjou, for 
fear of lying perpetually expoſed to 
2 calamitous War, and the hazard 
of being reducd into the ſtate of a 
Conquer'd Country, when they ſhall 
have no other Laws or Privileges 
bur ſuch as ſhall be given them by 
the proud and haughty Conqueror. 
This no doubt is one of thoſe Poli- 
tick Contrivances of which France 
hath forg'd ſo many, whereby they 
have further'd the Pretenſions, of the 
Grandſon with far greater Succeſs 
than ever they could have done by 
all the 7roops they had poſted on the 
Frontiers. But whoever ſhall make 
the leaſt Reflection on the preſent 
Intereſts of Europe will clearly ſee, 
that there is not any one Prince that 
will give Conſent to ſo great an 
Augmentation of the French Power. 
For if in 1688, upon the French 
King's invading the Palatizate, on 
pretence of aſſerting the Rights of 


his Siſter-in-law the Ducheſs of Qr- 
leans, 
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leans, there was ſo powerful a 
League form'd againſt him, as after 
a Bloody War of nine Years, ob- 
liged him, at the late Peace of Reſ- 
wick, to reſtore not only what he 
had conquer'd in the War, but like- 
wiſe ſ{eyeral other Places of great Im- 
portanc?, which he had beenin poſ- 
ſeſſion of by virtue of the Truce of 
1684. How is it credible that the 
{ame Potentates, who ſo generally 
united to prevent France poſieſſing 
itſelf of ſo ſmall a Country, ſhall 
ſtand by and look on, while that 
King, already. ſo formidable to all, 
ſhall make himſelf Maſter .of fo 
great a Monarchy as Spain ? tho it 
be on pretence that the Duke of Az- 
Jou is to haye the Poſſeſſion. Or 
what Reaſon is there to think that 
France, Which hath fewer Forces 
now than ſhe had at that time, 
ſhall have ſuch Succeſs in this new 
Attempr, as Experience hath ſhewn 
| it 
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it was impoſlible for her ro attain 
ro then 2 Whilſt Portzgal, ho con- 
temptible Kingdom either for Va*- 
lour or Number of Forces, thar 


ſtood Neuter the laſt War, is. en-_ 


gagd to withſtand, to the utmoſt, 
the Pretenſions of Fraxce. For the 
King of Portugal, of all other Prin- 
ces, is the moſt concerned to op- 
pole Fraxce on this occaſion : for he 
knows very well, that ſhould the 
Monarchy of Spain fall into French 
hands., that he will have a moſt 
Dangerous and Powerful Enemy 
to his Neighbour, who to be {ſure 
will never forget the Title that 
the Houſe of Spain has to His 
Crown. "The Republick of Yezice, 
whom it imports ſo much to fee 
the Powers of Europe equally bal- 
lanced, will never give Conſent 
that a Prince of the Houſe of France 
ſhall be King of Spain, of Naples, 
of Sicily, and of Milan, who may 
ſoon 
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ſoon, to the great Prejudice of the 
Republick, renew the old Pretenſi- 
ons to the State of Lombardy, where- 
in are the beſt Places the Sergniory 
hath in the Zerra Firma. 'The Duke 
of Savoy will never endure to be 
lock'd up within the Dominions of 
the Duke of 4zjou as Duke of Mz- 
lan, and the Duke of Burgunay his 
Brother, as King of France. The 
Princes of 7taly, in that Caſe, will 
find themſelves under a Neceflity of 
eirher being great Vaſſals to theſe 
Princes, or wholly to loſe: their So- 
vereignty and Eſtates. The Inte- 
reſts. of Germany, England-and Hol- 
land are {o well known, as it was 
manifeſt by the late War ; and the 
Power of thoſe ſeveral Potentates 
is ſo yery great, both by Sea and 
by Land, that being bent upon the 
Excluſion - of France, there is no 
doubt but they will render inefic- 
cual all the Efforts of that __ 

10 
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Tho the Weakneſs of the Spaniſh 
Forces be ſo much talked of, yet is 
it not '{o great bur. they may, if 
well look'd after, be enabled to 
put a Stop, for ſome time, to an 
Invaſion from France. The Anti- 
- pathy that is between the two Na- 
tions, the Pyrenean Mountains that 
divide them, the Impoſlibility of 
maintaining any great Armies in 
thoſe Barren Countries, make the 
Power of France by much the leſs 
Formidable. Beſides, when thac 
Kingdom ſhall be invaded on the 
ſides of Germany and Flanders, and 

the Coaſts of Spaiz guarded with 

the Fleets of England and Holland, 

it will be impoſſible for France to 

Tucceed in the Attempt. And tho 

Spain has not wherewithal to hire 

theſe- Auxiliaries, yer the Intereſt of 
the Princes themſelyes will oblige 

them to ſend 'em gratis. 


All 
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All Reaſons then concur to make 

\ it evident, That as the Prince of 
Bavaria hath a much greater Right 
than any of his Competitors, ſo 
*tis-as much for the Convenience of 

' the Spaniards to admit Him for Suc- 
ceſlor to the Crown. 
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
